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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1 . Claims 1 -20 are allowed. 



2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of records fails to disclose or render an obviousness of an apparatus 
comprising: a sample circuit configured to detect a state of an input signal and present 
during a plurality of clock cycles; and a selection circuit configured to present a filtered 
signal in response to a selected number of intermediated signals having a lost state and a 
multi-bit selection signal representing a filtering value wherein the filtered signal 
indicates input signal has been lost when selected number of lost states is greater than 
filtering value as cited in independent claims 1, 1 1, and 20. 

The closest found prior art is Zhou (U.S. 6,389,438). Zhou discloses a match 
filter and signal reception apparatus comprising a sample circuit configured to detect a 
state of an input signal and present; and a selection circuit configured to present a filtered 
signal in response to a selected number of intermediated signals having a lost state and a 
multi-bit selection signal representing a filtering value. However, Zhou fails expressively 
or inherently disclose the sample circuit present the state of input signal during a plurality 
of clock cycles and the filtered signal indicates input signal has been lost when selected 
number of lost states is greater than filtering value as cited above.
